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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-35, 64, 72 drawn to searching, classified in class 707, subclass 
3. 

II. Claims 36-42, 63, 70 drawn to pattern matching, classified in class 707, 
subclass 6. 

III. Claims 43-46, 65 drawn to file allocation, classified in class 707, subclass 
205. 

IV. Claims 47-48, 66 drawn to refining, classified in class 707, subclass 5. 

V. Claims 49-61 , 67-68 drawn to optimizing, classified in class 707, subclass 
2. 

VI. Claims 62, 69, 71 drawn to sorting, classified in class 707, subclass 7. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons:

this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2)

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for one group is not required each of the other groups, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
